Tue bBranpy Tax. —We published 
sometime since the Jaw in regard to the 
brandy tax as changed by the late Con- 
gress. Now that the season is near at 


hand, and we are in daily receipt of let 
ters asking tor copies of the NEWS con- 
taining the law, we republish for the 
benefit of all concerned, the change that 
was made in the law. 

The first important change is that the 
special license tax of $50 per annum is 
abolished, and it is only necessary for 
any party desiring to distil fruits to 
make an application to the U. S. Asses- 
sor, and have his still registered and its 
capacity ascertained. After the sur 
vey he will then be required to 
give bond inthe sum of not less than 
tive hundred doilars, in which the home 
stead is not recognized. On and after 
August Ist, 1872, the United States in- 
ternal revenue tax of all spirits distilled 
from apples, peaches or grain exclusive- 
ly will be seventy cents per gallon. The 
fees for guaging will be paid by the 
goverpment, ‘lhe seventy cents a gal- 
lon covers the eutire expense to the dis- 
tiller except the purchase of a bouk to 
keep a record ot material used, &c., 
provided he produces ecigitty per cent. 
of the surveyed capacity of bis distille- 
ry for the time worked. 

Parties desiring to engage ia the bu- 
siness may rely upon it that the above 
isa brief synopsis of the regulation.
